BUDDHA WORSHIP 
HOLDS ALL STAM. 


Land Is Dotted with Temples, 


New and Old, Some Ar- 
tistic, Others in 
Ruins. 


PAGODAS ON EVERY HAND 


Porcelain Tower of Bangkok 
Like a Huge’Piece of Artis- 
tically Decorated Dres- > 
den China.

BANGKOK, Siam, Feb. 8.—All through 
Bangkok one comes ‘upon temples new and 
pid, hears the drone of schoolboy voices, 
gees the flitting of yellow draperies beside 


whitewashed pagodas and pillars, and be- 


neath the spreading bo trees. One passes 
forgotten, neglected pagodas in the slums 
and bypaths; a whole group of ‘them tn the 
lané that leads to the bank’s compound; a 
dilapidated old religious establishment with 
ceremonial flagstaffs, resthouses, bell tow- 
ers. and an evil smelling, putrid tank on the 
way to the American legation. River bank 
and creek sides are richly provided with such 
religious stations and aids to piety. | 

Out by Dusit park, the suburban palace 
grounds which the king has devoted all 
his energies to laying out and beautifying 
for some years, there is a rich temple under 
the special patronage of royalty. Each De- 
cember a fair is held in the temple compound, 
when the king, queen, and ‘all the court take 
part in making money for the temple’s bene- 
fit. Thus riches have been heaped upon the 
religious establishment. 

A brand new Bote, or image house, of red 
brick with tiled roof, a shockingly, garishly, 
irreligious, and lay looking structure, has 
just been built, and leaving the carriage for a

The candles were Wehted and spiked to a 
metal arrangement with other candles, the 
incense sticks lighted and thrust in the ashes 
of other fragrant offerings in a large urn, and 
the nautica! coaches to piety expressed pleas- 
ure when a coin and a handclap still further 
honored the new statue. 

In front of one of the temples in the palace 
quarter there is a great swing hanging from 
a red scafcolding ninety feet high. In Novem- 
ber, when the rice harvest is begun, there is 
a festival on, in which feats on this swing 
bring all Bangkok to the neighborhood. The 
officials come in state. 

A bamboo stake half as high as the swing 
is set up, with a bag of money lightly fas- 
téned to the top. Two men start and work, 
or “pump” as the children call it, until the 
swing is sweeping three-quarters of a semi- 
circle: then one swinger holds the other, who 
leans out and tries to catch the bag with his 
teeth. 

Few catch the bubble fortune, as they 
swing so fearfully and rapidly through the 
air, but many fall, and to fall is to be surely 
killed. But there are always clamoring con- 
testants ready to risk their lives on this great 
Siamese holiday, and every year the suicidal 
telebration goes on.

SMITH IN PRONUNCIAMENTO. 


Great Conference in Salt. Lake City 
Reaffirms Woodruff Pledges. 


‘Salt Lake City, Utah, April 6.—[Spectal.]— 
As a climax of a dramatic scene that thrilled 
6,000 persons in Salt Lake tabernacle this 
afternoon, the Church of Jests Christ of 
Latter Day Saints, in general conference, 
formally renewed its adherence to the Wood- 
ruff manifesto against polygamy, declared 
that all plural marriages are prohibited, and 
announced that any member of the church 
authorizing, contracting, or solemnizing such 
marriages would be liable to excommunica- 
tion. 

Text of Pronunciamento. 

The pronunciamento, introduced by Presi- 
dent Joseph F. Smith as a sequence of the 
Smoot investigation and adopted unanimous- 
ly by a resolution introduced by Apostle 
Francis M. Lyman, president of the quorum 
of twelve apostles, is as follows: 

** Inasmuch as there are numergus reports 
in circulation that plural marriages have 
been entered into contrary to the official dec- 
laration of President Woodruff of Sept. 26, 
1890, commonly called the manifesto, which 
and 
-adopted by the church at its general confer- 
-ence on Oct. 6, 1890, which forbade any 
marriages violative of the law of the land, 
I, Joseph F. Smith, president of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints; hereby 
affirm and declare that no such marriages 
have been solemnized with the sanction, 
consent, or knowledge of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints, and 

**IT hereby announce that all such mar- 
riages are prohibited, and if any officer or 
member of the church shall assume to solem- 
nize or enter into any such marriage he will 
be deemed in transgression against the 
church, and will be liable to be dealt with 
according to the rules and regulations there- 
ot and excommunicated therefrom. 

“ JosEPH F. SMITH, 
President of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints."* 
Backed by Resolution. 

The resolution introduced by Apostle Ly- 
man, carrying out this manifesto of Pres- 
ident Smith was then presented. 

Among those seconding the resolutions 
was Brigham H. Roberts, who made an im- 


‘passioned speech. 


The president of the church, he declared, 
had been accused of violating a pledge made 
to the nation. * There never was and never 
could be,”’ he said, “‘a compact between a 
church and a government. There could be 
between a state and a nation.” 

Then a vote was taken by the raising of 
hands and there was not a single hand raised 


‘fn the negative. 


Utah Citizens Protest. 

Washington, D. C., April 6.—Senator Bur-

New York Passes Law Which Ex- 
iles Richard Canfield. 


PERIL FOR A VANDERBILT. 


Scion of Noted House May Have to 
Keep Beyond Court’s Reach. — 


New Tork, April 
Canfield, art connoisseur and ex-gambler, 
will find it convenient to spend the next year 
or so in Europe and “‘ Reggie’’ Vanderbilt 


may again remain outside the jurisdiction | 


of the courts of this state. | 

District Attorney Jerome practically has 
won his fight to drive Canfield out of busi- 
ness for good. 

By a vote of 93 to 47 his bill, introduced by 
Senator Dowling, to accomplish this purpcse 
passed the assembly in Albany late this 
afternoon after a desperate battle, in which 
every conceivable kind of legal argument 
was brought out to show it was a dangerous 
bill. Friends of Canfield are not a little sur- 
prised and chagrined. 


No Gambling at Saratoga. 

- There appears to be little doubt that Gov. 
This means there 
will be no gambling at Saratoga this summer. 
It means also that “ Dick ’’ Canfield will re- 
tire from business for a little while. The 
opposition was led by Assemblyman Wade, a 
republican from Chautauqua. 


In Doubt Five Hours. | 

It was only after five hours of debate, dur- 
ing which the fate of the bill was in doubt, 
and in which its opponents exhausted every 
expedient that ingenuity could furnish, that 
the assembly was finally able to record a 
decisive expression of its opinion upon the 
question of whether the gambling syndicate 
or the forces of law and order should pre- 
vail. 

So confident was the opposition of carrying 
the day that Gov. Odell was informed early 
in the debate that the bill would be killed. 
He expressed no regret. 


Gamblers Used Money. 

Had the gamblers been willing to pay lib- 
erally enough for a decision in their favor 
the vote against the bill would probably have 
been largely increased. There is no doubt 
in the legislature that an attempt to use 
money to defeat the bill was made, and its 
failure is explained on the ground that there 
was not money enough for the purpose or 
that the fund was bunglingly handled. 

Contrary to the usual course of events in 
the assembly, many votes were changed 
during the debate, as the pretext that the 
bill was unconstitutional was knocked to 
pieces. 

The arguments of the opponents of the 
bill were confined almost wholly to the 
theory that the fundamental rights of cit- 
izens would be invaded in the conviction of 
Canfield. This contention was not taken 
seriously, as it was recognized that it was 
designed to furnish an excuse for negative 
votes. 

District Attorney Jerome was in the capitol 
during the entire debate, but he did not 


‘remain in the assembly chamber. | 


TO PROHIBIT SUNDAY LABOR. 


Canadian Government Champions Meas- 
ure to Prevent All Unnecessary 
Toil on Sabbath.

LONDON, April 7, 3 a. m.—Tokio dispateh- 
es to London newspapers state that some 
Japanese scouts swam the Yalu, near Kiu- 
liencheng and then followed the river north- 
ward.

The first to fourth squadrons 
are watching Port Arthur. The fifth squad- 
ron patrols the Corean coasts, while the 
sixth and seventh cruise between Vliadivos- 
tok and the north ofJapan. 

“The second fleet, which was sent up to 
‘Viadivostok, has returned to Port Arthur. 
The new cruisers Nishin and Kasaga are 
supposed to be with the fifth squadron. 


‘Little Damage to Fleet.: 

“The Japanese fleet has sustained but lit-

April 6G.—It is not believed 
that the Russian troops between Antung and 
Chiutiencheng (about ten miles north of 
Antung) comprise the main Russian force, 
end, consequently, the engagement which ts 
looked for at or near these places probably 
will not be decisive, but only a forerunner 
of larger operations. 

The Russians are constructing intrench- 
ments at several points on the Yalu and 
Tumen rivers. These entrenchments, how- 
ever, are not yet completed, and if the Jap- 
anese succeed in forcing their way past 
one line of defense it would give them a 
distinct advantage, and make it more diffi- 
cult for the Russians to concentrate and 
cppose them.

Washington, D. C., April 6.—[Special.]— 
Practically all restrictions upon the Asiatic 
squadron, placed upon its commander in 
chief, have been removed. This is a re- 
versal of the policy of the administration 
and some diplomats here see much sig- 
nificance in:this action, although administra- 
tion officials declare it has no bearing on the 
Japanese-Russian war. 

Notwithstanding these official denials the 
fleet movements announced at the navy,de- 
partment during’ the last three days shoW a 
naval policy which brings all the American 
squadrons much nearer to the far east than 
they have been before. | 

This fact is observed by diplomats here. 
They are not apprehensive about it, but 
nevertheless connect it with the far eastern 
situation and consider that the United States 
is prudently disposing of its sea power for 
the summer in such a way as to have it 
available if needed to back up any national 
policy. : | 

The battleship and European squadrons 
will leave the West Indies for the Mediter- 
ranean about May 15. The south Atlantic 
squadron will leave the West Indies about 
May 1 for Madagascar, via the Mediter- 
ranean and the Suez canal, while the Pacific 
squadron within a few weeks will move 
nearer the far east by acruise to Honolulu. | 

Soon after the outbreak of the Russian- 
Japanese war the Asiatic fleet was ordered 
to remain in the Philippines because this 
government feared the presence of the fleet 
near the scene of hostilities would be regard- 
ed by one or the other of the belligerents as 
an unfriendly move on the part of the United 
States. Therefore Rear Admiral Evans was 
directed to keep his squadron near the Phil- 
ippine ports. The following announcement, . 
however, was made at the navy department 
today: 

*“ The restriction of the battleship squadron 
to the Philippines has been withdrawn and 
the commander in chtef been authorized to 
cruise at his discretion, not going north of 
Foochow, on the Asiatic coast.” 

It was explained at the navy department 
that there was no occasion for keeping the 
battleship squadron tied up in the Philip- 
pines, as it could cruise elsewhere without 
getting near the field of hostilities. Foo- 
chow is several hundred miles south of 
Shanghai, where the American cruiser squa- 
dron has its headquarters, and is remote 
from Port Arthur, Newchwang, and the 
Corean coast. |

This dazzling porcelain tower of Bangkok Is 
so well proportioned, and the four minarets 
at the angles of its platform so completely 
assist in the graceful and harmonious effect 
that one can idok at it long with a real ad- 
miration. The general soft tone of the 
weather worn surface, the soft shimmer of 
all the myriad porcelain bits are most pleas- 
ing, and wherever the Siamese got the idea 
of the porcelain inlay, or incrustation, they 
have carried it to the farthest and happiest 
limit. No broken bit of porceéla fm bow! or 
plate could ever have gone unused, and there 
are evidences that such objects were broken 
purposely to use in these elaborate inlays 
and designs. 
There are spired gateways and small pavil- 
ions with such tapering pagoda roofs at the 
palace temple, and in every temple inclosure, 
that are not only inlaid on their walls and 
flat surfaces with porcelain medallions, tiles, 
and mosaic fragments, but great rosettes 
and flowers in full relief are worked out of 
curved bits and the halves of Chinese wine 
cups. é 
Whole gable ends and eaves are decorated 
in these bold porcelain designs, like Dresden 
relief floral ornament magnified many times. 
Instead of cups, vases, and candelabra of 
ol@ Saxe, covered over with tiny tulips and 
roses and forget-me-nots, modeled in full 
relief, one sees here rosettes and cabbage 
roses of broad petaling one and two feet in 
diameter, 
There are some rare old rococo designs of 
this kind in Bangkok that are the most fan- 
tastic things one can imagine, and the colors 
and harmonious arrangement of this unique 
ornament quite bewitch one. It is evident- 
ly an old style of decoration with them, as 
the crumbling pagodas of Ayuthia yield the 
curved bits of porcelain that show their 
use in such rosettes and floral ornaments, 
and the walls that still stand hold porcelain 
inlay in.many places..

“The city council of the city of Chicago 
for the last eight years has been graced by 
the presence of and guided in its work by a 
man whom all the members of this body have 
learned to love and to trust.

Butler, under suspension of 
the rules, secured the creation in his ward 
of a dry spot bounded by Armitage, Fuller- 
ton, Fortieth, and Forty-sixth avenues. Last 
night he asked the council to repeal the 
ordinance, explaining that he had been the 
victim of misplaced confidence in acting on 
a petition signed by all but eight voters 
of the nelghborhood. 

The report became current that Ald. But- 
ler in the election had profited from both 
sides, receiving the support of the tem- 
perance people for getting the dry district 
and of the liquor people, who trusted in the 
alderman’s power to obtain the repeal. So 
the council rebuked the alderman with a 
vote of 33 to 27 against his proposition.

~ BY JUDGE HANECY’S ORDER. 


Appointment of Ball Invalidated—Com- 
mission May Await Appeal—Court 


Criticises “Unofficial Organizations. 43 


The civil service commission is mystified as 
to the proper course to pursue in the con- 
troversy over the appointment of a head of 
the sanitary inspection bureau. Judge Han- 
ecy yesterday entered his decision in the 
Clarke mandamus proceedings, declaring 
that nonresidents of the state are not en- 
titled to appointment. This invalidates.the 
appointment of Charles B. Ball of New York, 
and also removes from the eligible list the 
names of George A. Johnson and Thomas 8. 
Aigne. Percy L. Hedrick, 216 North Central 
avenue, is not at the head of the list. 

The commission, however, will not make a 
new appointment before receiving advice 
from the law department. It is ppobable that 
the organizations backing Ball for the ap- 
pointment will appeal.from Judge Hanecy's 
decision. | 

When about to enter his order Judge Hanecy 
criticised unofficial organizations for activity 
in municipal affairs. His remarks were 
aroused by the appearance of Attorney Bur- 
ling, on behalf of Hull house, to assist the 
city in fighting the entering of the order.

Kansas Man Sentenced to Six 


Months in Prison and to 
Pay Fine of $2,500. 


‘FILES BOND IN APPEAL. 


Hopes to Escape Penalty on a 
Technical Point and Refuses 
to Discuss Case. 


St Louis. Mo., April 6—[Special.]—United 


States Senator Burton of Kansas was today 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment and 
to pay a fine of $2,500 for using his influence 
as a senator beforethe postoffice department 
in favor of the Rialto Grain and Securtties 
company. and having received money for 
such influence. 
Immediately after sentence had been pro- 
nounced Senator Burton, through his at- 
. torney, filed an appeal to the United States 


. District Court of Appeals and was released 


on $10,000 bonds. 
Appeals on a Technicality. 
The Kansas senator bases his appeal to 
the higher court on two principal grounds. 


First he contends that if an offense had been | 


committed when he accepted and cashed the 
checks it was committed in Washington and 
that the St. Louis court consequently did 
not have jurisdiction. This point was raised 
during the trial and Judge Adams sustained 
the arguments of the district attorney, who 
hel@ that the bank in Washington at which 
Senator Burton cashed the checks acted sim- 
ply as his agent, and that, in any event, the 
question of jurisdiction in that instance was 
a matter for the jury to. decide. | 
Received $2,500; Fined $2,500. 

It is a coincidence that the amount of the 
fine, $2,500, imposed upon Senator Burton 
fe identical with the amount which, accord- 
ing to the evidence, he received from the 
Rialto Grain and Securities company.

Mr. Heyburn contended that a large pro- 
portion of foods, drugs, and liquors were 
adulterated, and that many drugs were ab- 
solutely poisonous. The resolution was

Paraphrases Gen. Sherman in Speak- 
ing of the Nature of Strikes—Be- 
lieves Permanent Commission Will 
Do Mach to Settle Disputes Between 
Unions and Employers—House Com- 
mittee Considers Measvre and Will 
Hear Further Arguments. 


Washington, D. C., April 6.—[Special.}—A 
permanent board to arbitrate the troubles 
between capital and labor was sealously ad- 
vocated before the house committee on labor 


-by Bishop Spalding, who was one of the 


anthracite coal strike commission. During 
the course of his argument the bishop de- 
clared that as Gen. Sherman said of war he 
would himself say the strike is 
Answering questions by Acting Chairman 
Vreeland Bishop Spalding said it was not his 
opinion that the proposed tribunal would 
ever be called upon to determine the ques- 


tion of what is a legitimate profit om the 


investment of capital. 

Purpose of Proposed Board. 

Its province would be to settle disputes as 
to hours, treatment, and pay of employés 
by the employer. A fair wage, he said, was 
determined in the soft coal mines of the 
west by the condition in the mines and the 
cost of living. Where a business did not 
permit of a living wage, according to the 
American standard of living; that business 
ought to close up, declared the bishop. 

Men who went out on a strike, he said, went 
back injured morally, and not the same men. 
The children of strikers had been taught to 
taunt children of other workmen. The con- 
dition between .capital and labor was not 
improving, he said, although he believed the 
anthracite coal strike commission had ac- 
complished good results. 

He referred to the present labor troubles 
in Coborado, San Francisco, and Chicago. 
These conditions were impediments to bet- 
tering the general conditions of the country. 

It was becoming, he thought, more and 
more manifest that capital and labor were 
interdependent on each other. 


Lawlessness Not Abating. 


Asked if he did not think that conditions 
were improving as to lawlessness, Bishop 
Spalding said that it did not seem so to any 
extent, and added: ‘“‘ I don't think there is 
in America any class of employers who de- 


He did not believe, he said, in sympathetic 
strikes. The strike, he replied, when asked 
if he would deny labor organizations the 
right to strike, was the one weapon of labor 
organizations, and to deny that right would 
be to deny the right to organize, but the 
great object sought, he added,:is to bring . 
about peaceful settlements without strikes. . 

He had asked Mr. Mitchell if labor organi- 
zatiows would thrive if they lost the dpproval 
of public opinion, and Mitchell replied that 
they would not, but would disintegrate.

JAPAN’S MARCH IN COREA. 

In one day less than eight weeks the 
Japanese army has landed at Chemulpo, 
marched west thirty-five miles to Seoul, the 
capital of Corea, established a military. base 
there, swung to the left, marched 150 miles 
to Pingyang, fortified that place strongly, 
created a base there, extended strongholds 
from Pingyang across the Corean peninsula 
to Gensan, pressed northward to Chongju, 
driving the Russians out of it, continued the 
march to Wiju, and occupied that town 
without a struggle. 

During the 300 mile march from Seoul] to 
Wiju there were no battles and few skir- 
mishes. The Russians were not in force 
below the Yalu and made ho serious effort 
to hinder the Japanese advance. Neverthe- 
less the Japanese have already proved them- 
selves to’ be great soldiers. They, have 
shown that they possess a wonderful milita- 
ry organization, that they understand far 
more perfectly than do the Americans how 


and the army, and that they are sturdy, en- 
during marchers. | 
The march from Seoul! to Wiju must. have 
been a bitterly hard one. The roads were 
frozen and deep in snow at the beginning of 
the war; they are now knee or waist deep 
in‘mud. They are at the best of seasons and 
in the best of conditions narrow, uneven, 
and of insecure footing. 
Their surface condition is_.worse than 
that of an Arkansas road in a bad spring, 
but, unlike the Arkansas road, they are not 
at all level. No sooner do they laboriously 
climb a hill than they slip crookedly down 
into a valley. od 
Over 800 miles of such footing the Jap- 
anese army has trudged at an average rate 
of-six miles a day. Six miles a day is not 
much for a forced march of picked troops, 
but it-is a good, solid eight week average 
for an army carrying its provisions and ar- 
tillery with it. Especially is this true when 
the six miles is reeled oif over Corean roads 
at the time when winter yields to spring. 
One thing, however, did count in favor

When the army reached Ping- 
yang stores and ammunitions were there- 
after unloaded at Chinnampo, which is 
about half way between Chemulpo and 
Wiju. And the fragmentary accounts of

Stranger, everything worked as planned. 
The land campaign, then, so far has 
shown that the Japanese army is very good. 
It has by no means shown that the Russiaw 
army is not also very good. The Russians 
did not try to contest the territory south of 
the Yalu.’ There is one patent reason for 
this—namely: If they had put an army any 
distance south of the Yalu the Japs might, 
by means of their sea power, have thrown a 
considerable force behind it. Even if this 
force were not strong enough to beat the 
Russians, ¢t would have threatened their 
commuhieations and put them in a false 
strategic position. 
On the other hand, if the Russians dra 
up their forces in Manchuria they are not 
confronted with the danger of being taken 
in the rear by the fleet. Manchuria is not, 
like Corea, a peninsula. The fleet can get 
behind no army in Manchuria. It, was, 
therefore, probably their loss of the sea

* The Japanese occupy Corea. But that 
‘does not-signify that the Japanese will con- 
tinue in possession of it after the treaty of 
peace is signed.

-OYAL wills are seldom, if ever, pro- 
bated or proved in the ordinagy fash- 
ion, or subjected to the legal processes 
which the testamentary disposition of 
people ! exalted have to undergo 

before they can receive execution as valid in 
law.” It is this that renders the lawsuit in 
connection with the will of the late queen 
of the Belgians so unique. For It is the first 
time that the will of an occupant_of one of 
the European thrones has formed the sub- 
ject of a lawsuit and been brought into open 
court. | 

The utmost secrecy has been main 
with regard to the testamentary dispositions 
of the late Queen Victoria or her husband, 
the prince consort, of the late Emperor Fred- 
erick. and of his empress, of the empress of 
Austfla, of old Emperor William, the last 
two czars of Russia, of the late King Will- 
fam of Holland, and of King Humbert of 
Italy.. It is only, indeed, by mere chance, 
and then only in a foundabout way, that the 
public ever obtains any notion of the tenor 
of these royal and imperial wills. 

Thus evidence voluntarily tendered by the 
crown before the parliamentary commission 
appointed to determine certain questions in 
connection with the rearrangement of the 
civil list, brought to light the fact that the 
late prince consort of England had at his 
death bequeathed to his widow, Queen Vic- 
toria, a large amount of real estate in the 
Kensington district at London, which he had 
purchased when that portion of the metropo- 


wards enormously increased in value. It 
likewise became known through parliament- 
ary declarations by the ministers that Queen 
Victoria had bequeathed Osborne to the king 
under certain conditions. 

But no one, save the few initiated, knows 
how much she left in money and in real es- 
tate, nor in what proportion they were 
divided up among her children and grand- 
children. In fact, the most widespread ignor- 
ance prevails with regard to the extent of her 
fortune, and it is merely by recalling the

The last instance that I can recall of 
knighthood being conferred upon any one 
occupying the peculiar relations towards the 
reigning house of thé Fitzgeorges was when 
King William granted a knighthood of the 
Order of the Bath to Sir Augustus Frederick 
ad’ Este, the son of George I1I.’s youngest son, 
the duke of Sussex, who married ecclesias- 
tically, but not legally, Lady Augusta Mur- 
ray, daughter of that fourth earl of Dun- 
more who was the last British governor of 
Virginia. The late Queen Victoria was sub- 
jected to a good deal of annoyance by Sir 
Augustus d'Este during the latter years of 
his life. For somehow or another he be- 
came imbued with the idea that the royal 
marriage act was unconstitutional, and that, 
therefore, he was éntitled to the full honors 
and prerogatives of an English prince of the 
blood, instead of being in the eyes of the 
law illegitimate. |

This Archbishop Harcoyrt of York waé the 
grandfather of Sir William Vertfon Harcourt, 
who is now transformed from a man of quite 
moderate means into a great territorial 
magnate of much wealth and possessed of 
one of the stateliest country seats in Eng- 
jand. 
It is probable that he will now accept the 
peerage which he has already on two occa- 
sions declined in order to remain in the house 
of commons, and that the earldom of Har- 
court will be revived in favor of the Owner of 
the great Harcourt estates. In that event 
the number of American born peeresses will 
receive a notable addition, for Sir William’s 
wife is the daughter of the American diplo- 
mat and historian, J. Lothrop Motley.

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. | 


Harold Bauer’s Piano Playing. _ 

The piano recital given in Music hall last 
evening by Harold Bauer was a rest to tired 
nerves, a balm to senses irritated by too 
much of music hearing. It was playing so 
sane, 80 manly, so tonally beautiful, so com- 
plete in every particular, that listening be- 
came a source of well being to mind and 
soul. There was nothing to bore, nothing 
“to annoy, nothing to ovérexcite. It was 
music making jn which individuality and 
high musical endowment were so nicely 
blended with technical supremacy, excep- 
tfonal taste, and fine musical intelligence, 
that the auditor received an impression of a 
performance ro@nded, balanced, and per- 
fected in its every essential and its every de- 
tail. 

The winter has brought us a large meastre 
of piano playing of uncommon worth, but 
in none of it has there been such freedom 
‘from those questionable qualifications which 
result from an overabundance of individual- 
ity,and so much of artistic honesty and sin- 
cerity without any alloy of tediousness, as 
were noted in Mr. Bauer’s work last even- 
ing. We have had more picturesque play- 
ing here this winter—playing in which a 
strong musical personality made itself felt 
in most fascinating and nerve exciting man- 
ner, and we have had playing of thorough. 
solidity of style and unimpeachable integri- 
ty of purpose, but oversentimentality and 
dullness were not always far distant from it. 

But in Mr. Bauer’s performance element 
of the individuality was present in sufficient 
degree to keep interest at all times keen and 
to lend the charm of personality to every- 
thing done, yet not to overshadow or cloud 
the individuality of the composer of the 
selection played. And musicianship never 
deteriorated into pedantry, or scholarliness 
into dullness. The musical message Bee- 
thoven gave to the world in his sonata in 


was poet enough to appreciate all the beau- 
ty and the fantasy of that message, and 
whose mode of utterance was of fitting no- 
bility and loveliness. 

A more eloquent proclamation of the high- 
ly imaginative and finely sentimental con- 
tent of the great Schumann C major Fan-. 
tasia rarely has been’ heard from any of 
the eminent pianists who have played the 
work here. The warmth, the passion, the 
exaltation of spirit, and the manliness found 
in the splendid composition knew full re- 
vealment at Mr. Bauer’s hands: It wasin 
certain respects the top achievement of the 
recital, and the liberal approval it won from 
the listeners was but its just due. 


Brahms’ Scotch’ Intermezzo was given 
with remarkably clear exposition of its sen- 
timental as well as its musical contents; 
the Mendelssohn Scherzo in E minor was: 
played with a delicacy and crispness which 
Pachmann‘in his best performance of it does 
not surpass; Chopin’s Nocturne in E was 
read with manliness and with the rare tonal 
suavity which distinguishes every note 
Bauer plays, and the G minor Ballade was 
the utterance of a poet. The Ghuck-Brahms 
Gavotte took on a glow. of tonal warmth 
which is usually lacking in it when others 
play itin ‘‘ classic ’’ manner; Alkan’s impres- 
sionistic Etude in C minor—great splashes 
of color and little of musical outline—was 
played in superb fashion, and a transcrip- 
tion of the ‘‘ Walkurenritt ’”’ was one of the 
most stupendous technical displays seen here 
this season.

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LESSON NO. 202—Pure Milk. 
HE subject of pure milk is one that the 
intelligent public is apparently becom- 
ing much interested in; this fact Js 
gratifying to those who are trying todo 
advanced work tn this field. There h 
been in the past a discouraging lack of in- 
telligent thought on this subject by the con- 
gumers. / 

I once made the statement in a meeting of 
dairymen that we were consuming more filth 


_{n our milk than in any other article of food. 


At the close of the session the dean of our 
agricultural college said to me that I might 
safely have said more than in all other arti- 
cles of food. The surest way to bring an im- 
provement is for the consumers to demand 
acilean article; then they will secureit. There 
js no city on earth that has as good oppor- 
tunities to secure a supply of milk as has 
Chicago; no city where so much milk can be 


produced in practical shipping distance. 


“Certified milk’ must be obtained from 
cows that are in perfect health; they must be 


_ tuberculin tested to know that they are free 


from tuberculosis; they must be examined at 
least oncé every thirty days by a competent 
veterinarian to know that their general 
health is good; they must be housed In sani- 
tary stables, where there is a good system of 
ventilation, plenty of lMght, and the stable 
must be cleansed daily with water and scrub 


‘brushes; the cows must be groomed daily; 


the long hairs kept clipped from the udders, 
and the udders washed before every milk- 


ing; the milkers should wash their hands 


before milking each cow, and should wear 
white suits that are used for no other purpose. 
The first few streams of milk should be re- 
jected; as there are many more bacteria in 
this milk. 


The milking should be done through ab- 


sorbent cotton strainers Into pails that are 


‘closed to all-except what passes through the 

cotton, and emptied from the pails into cov- 
ered cans in which it is conveyed to the plant 
where it is bottled. 

The cows must be fed sound food at all 
times, summer and winter. Unsound food 
will affect the flavor of the milk. All changes 
of feed must be made gradually, as sudden 
changes will affect the cow’s system, and 
through the cow will affect the babies that 
are being fed on the milk. I know that I have 
fed the brute mother so as to make her young

sick, and reason that what would make her 
Own young sick would make the human 
young sick. . 

In my early experience in farming I well 
remember making a whole litter of young 
pigs sick by making a sudden change in the 
food of the mother. It is hard for one with 
experience along this line not to realize the 
necessity for care and forethought. 


After we have secured perfect milk and 
have it ready to bottie, it can be spoiled by 
being exposed in an impure atmosphere. 
Milk will absorb from the surrounding at- 
mosphere with a rapidity that is surprising; 


“80 rapidly that a person can tell what it has 


been exposed to. Many times milk is ex- 
posed in an open vessel in refrigerators, and 
contracts or absorbs flavors from other arti- 
cles that are in the refrigerator that may be 
clean of themselves. 

Milk should always be kept in a closed 
bottle or some vessel that can be tightly 
closed. The writer once had the odor of 
paint from some shipping cases penetrate the 
wood pulp caps with which the bottles were 
stoppered, and taint the milk to the bottom 
of the bottle, so that my wife detected the 
paint odor in the bottom half of the contents 
of the bottle, she not knowing anything of 
the circumstances. . ‘ 

I am a firm believer that the milk og a 
vigorous cow has more value to the babe con- 
suming it than has the milk of a cow that is 
lacking in vigor and vitality. 

It is of vital importance that the cows be 
so fed as to keep their systems in the best 
condition, as their milk cannot be in perfect 
condition unless their systems are. 
came to my knowledge the last winter, where 
a farmer by injudicious feeding put his cows 


in such condition that their milk made his. 


own baby sick. 


During last summer my farm superintend- 
ent changed the cows from a pasture where 
the feed was getting short to one where the 
grass’ was quite rank in growth, leaving 
them there till they had satisfied thetr wants 
completely, which resulted In there being 
complaints from my customers about a bad 
odor in the milk, The man knew better, or 
at least had been told not to make such 
changes. These cases serve to illustrate the 
necessity for intelligent care all along the 
line if we are to approach perfection in this

President Carter’s Remarks. 
President Leslie Carter in his annual state- 
ment to shareholders said the management 
was seeking to impreve the physical condi- 
tion of the property, keep the company out 
of debt, secure the services of the best sales 
agents, and encourage improvement of the | 
property. The company owns 1,900 acres of 
land and 5,475 lots scattered over an area 
of seven and one-half miles long and four 


miles wide. This makes the problem of im- | 


provement difficult. Improvement of the 
Calumet river by the government has result- 
ed in a twénty foot deep channel for three 
and one-half miles from the mouth, and it is: 
to be sixteen feet deep to Lake Calumet. 
The right of way for further extension of 
the work is being obtained from the river 
forks near Lake Calumet to a point one-half 
a mile east of Hammond. Apart from the 
docks at the mouth of the Calumet, the com- 
pany has no land fronting on the river until 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street is 
reached, a point where it is intended the river 
shall be sixteen feot deep. The bénefit to 
the company thus far has been in the loca- 
tion of important industries on the deepened 
portion of the river, and in the general 
drainage of the whole territory. When the 
two low level sewer systems are completed 
the property of the Calumet Dock company 
will be greatly improved and large districts 


transportation advantages will be made 
available for manufacturing establishments. 
President Carter said the company had 
not gone into housebuilding because the re- | 
sults of experiments made on its property 
had not been encouraging. Recently Walter 
Mills, wh® ha@s made a reputation for locat- 
ing manufacturing industries, has been en- 
gaged as real estate manager of the com- 
pany and will give his especial attention to 
its affairs. Mr. Carter pointed out that 
dullness in real estate did not obtain in Chi- 
cago only, but was true of other cities in the 
central west, where franchise extension 
questions and other civic problems were ab- 
sent. He was inclined to think that the new 
cycle of activity which began on the coast 
in 1898 and 1890 was due to great exports 
and gold discoveries. In time he thought 
reflex action would bring a renewal of activ- 
ity to interior points. In conclusion he said:
